And then we proceeded to 
give to the Government an immense 
mass of names, positively proving 
that several hundred very prominent 
Germans and German-Americans in 
this country had been acting for four 
or five months as treasonable corre¬ 
spondents of the German Foreign Of¬ 
fice. 


HIRSGHEV ASKS FOR

OUTWIT HUN SPIES 


JOHN It. RATHOM OF PROVIHENCE 
JOURNAL TELLS THRILLING - 
STORY OF INTRIGUE AND EX- 
POSE. 

The following story is the account _ 
of how fifteen loyal newspaper re¬ 
porters, members of the staff of a 
provincial newspaper, outwitted the 
best so-called brains of the entire 
German propaganda in the United 
States, told by Mr. John it. Rathom, 
editor of the Providence Journal. 

It is offered to our readers as a, 
gripping group of facts, and will be 
continued in serial form weekly un¬ 
til completed: 

By JOHN R. RATHOM, 

(Editor Providence Journal.) 

For several years, even before 1 
went to Providence from Chicago’— 
because up to that time I had spent 
ten very happy years of my life in 
this city—our people there were 
“bugs” on wireless. The first wire¬ 
less constructed for newspaper pur¬ 
poses was constructed by the Provi¬ 
dence Journal; and when 1 got there 
we had fairly efficient stations. The 
subsequent developments about which 
I am going to tell you came as the 
result of our supervision of one of 
the most highly powered wireless sta¬ 
tions in the world. 

On the day that war was declared 
with Germany by the various Euro¬ 
pean nations, some good fortune or 
some good angel suggested to us that 
wo listen in on Sayville and Tucking- 
ton. We began to listen in, and for a 
period of nearly five months, witli op¬ 
erators working in shifts of two men 
eight hours a day apiece, wo accu¬ 
mulated 50,000 or 60,000 sheets of 
wireless messages without saying 
anything to anybody about what we j 
were doing. We then presented a | 
brief—we were not lawyers—but a 
common-sense brief to the Govern¬ 
ment of the United States.

THEIR DOORS LAST SUNDAY 
NIGHT. 


Redwood City is now a saloonless 
town. Although the new city ordi¬ 
nance did not take effect until mid¬ 
night on Sunday night, all the sa¬ 
loons closed their doors at the usual 
time Sunday evening—6 o’clock. 

Town Marshal James P. Coleman 
stated that the final closing was ef¬ 
fected without any disorder, all the 
saloon men closing their doors 
promptly at 6 o’clock. All the places 
were well filled with patrons between 
the hours of 5 and 6 o’clock, but when 
the closing time came they all depart¬ 
ed without any disturbance. Coleman 
and Night Watchman C. C. Collins 
were on hand to see that the ordi¬ 
nance was obeyed, and they found no 
disposition to evade the law.

These weights and measures were tested in the Experimental Kitchen 
of the United States Food Administration, Home Conservation Division, 
and of the United States Department of Agriculture, Office of Home Econ¬ 
omies. 


In substituting for one cup of flour, use the following measurements. 


Each is equal in weight to a cup of 

Barley .1% cups 

Buckwheat .% cup 

Corn flour.1 cup (scant) 

Corn meal (coarse).% cup 

Corn meal (fine).1 cup (scant) 

Cornstarch .% cup 

Peanut flour.1 cup (scant)

Potato flour . % cup 

Rice flour .% cup 

Rolled oats .1% cups 

Rolled oats (ground in 

meat chopper) .1 % cups 

Soy-bean flour .% cup 

Sweet potato flour .1% cups 


This table will help you to make good griddle cakes, muffins, cakes, 
cookie?, drop biscuits and nut or raisin bread without using any wheat 
flour. 


You will not need new recipes. Just use the ones your family has 
always liked, but for each cup of flour use the amount of substitute given 
in the table. 


Good Combinations of Substitutes.

Our grandmothers used to bake 
it on a board before the open fire. You can bake it in your oven. 


Corn Dodger. 

2 cups corn meal T teaspoons fat 

1 teaspoon salt 1% cups boiling water 

Pour the boiling water over the other materials. Beat well. When 
cool, form into thin cakes and bake 30 minutes in a hot oven. Makes 14 
biscuits. These crisp little biscuits are good with butter or gravy. Eat 
them with your meat and vegetables. 


Corn Meal and Meat. 

Corn meal is good combined with meats. Such a dish is a meal in 
itself. Try this one: 

Tamale Pie. 

2 cups corn meal 1 onion 

6 cups water 2 cups tomatoes 

1 tablespoon fat 1 pound hamburger steak 

Make a mush by stirring the corn meal and l 1 ^ teaspoons salt into 
boiling water. Cook 45 minutes. Brown onion in fat, add hamburger and 
stir until red color disappears. Add salt, pepper and tomato. A sweet 
pepper is an addition. Grease baking dish, put in layer of corn meal nnisli, 
add seasoned meat and cover with mush. Bake one-half hour. Serves six. 


ROMANCE GONE 

Efficiency Kills Sentiment as 
Machine Makes Socks 
in 25 Minutes. 

By RUTH DUNBAR. 

“How snowy white your fingers look 
against the scarlet wool!” was the 
favorite speed) of grandfather when 
he was paying suit to grandmother, 
who, if history is correct, never al¬ 
lowed little things like love and court¬ 
ship to distract tier mind one minute 
from her knitting. 

The modern young man is robbed of 
any opportunity to make these pretty 
speeches, for the wool is no longer 
scarlet but khaki. Worse yet, the 
maiden sits before a cold, steel ma¬ 
chine and grinds oft socks in as many 
minutes as it takes hours to knit them. 

This is what efficiency does to ro¬ 
mance. 

In the various Red Cross workrooms 
of the New York County Chapter there 
are nearly seventy-five sock machines. 
Eight of these are in the model work¬ 
room at 20 East Thirty-eighth street and 
others that have been ordered are held 
up by traffic conditions. Here instruc¬ 
tors teach the use of the machine to 
Red Cross workers. 

A complete pair of socks can be 
made on the machine in 25 minutes. 
The machine looks like a cross between 
fishing tackle and a pile driver. The 
worker threads it through the arm and 
carrier on to the threader. The body 
of the machine is a circle of needles 
bent at the ends like crochet hooks. 

Sweaters also are made on the sock 
machine, the strips sewed together and 
the ribbing at top and bottom knitted 
on by hand. 

Besides the machines In the Red 
Cross workrooms there are many 
owned by private individuals or groups 
who work at home and donate the re¬ 
sults to the Red Cross. In a family 
hotel, for instance, four or five women 
can club together and buy a machine.

He no longer causes trouble 
at home or at school.

THAT HIT HIS SON 


Captain Roosevelt, Who Was in Hos¬ 
pital, Lauds Red Cross.

Capt. Archibald Roosevelt, who re¬ 
cently was injured and nursed back to 
health in u Red Cross hospital, in 
speaking of the Red Cross work, is re¬ 
ported as having said: 

“The Red Cross is doing everything 
possible for us. I cannot say too much 
iu appreciation of their efforts, which 
make us feel as if we were back home. 
It is a great comfort to us fellows in 
hospitals, and if our folks could see 
the way we are being taken care of 
they would stop worrying.” 

The Red Cross chaplain in this par¬ 
ticular hospital happens to be Doctor 
Billings of Groton, Mass., who taught 
Captain Roosevelt at the Groton 
school. The Red Cross shopping serv¬ 
ice in the hospital has been commis¬ 
sioned by Captain Roosevelt to obtain 
a new uniform for him to replace the 
one which was torn to pieces when he 
was wounded by fragments of a Ger¬ 
man shell. 

The piece of shrapnel which wound¬ 
ed Captain Roosevelt will be present¬ 
ed to Captain Roosevelt’s father, Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt. 


NURSESPRETTY 

Red Cross Hospital Uniform 
Most Becoming in His¬ 
tory of World. 

In a recent news letter from the 
front the war correspondent of the 
Philadelphia North American helps to 
explain the song, “I’m in Love With a 
Beautiful Nurse.” 

“There are 62 Red Cross nurses at 
this place,” says the dispatch. “They 
are cheerful, obedient, brave and com¬ 
petent. And those who weren’t pretty 
to begin with became so the moment 
they donned the uniform that is the 
most becoming in all the long history 
of costumes devised for the mystifica¬ 
tion and beguiling of men. 

“In the officers’ ward was a colonel 
with bronchitis. ‘I’ve seen them in the 
Philippines, and I’ve seen them in Chi¬ 
na,’ he told me. ‘I suppose I’ve seen 
about all the existing types, but I nev¬ 
er yet saw one that wasn’t pretty in¬ 
side of 24 hours.’ 

“He reminded me of an Irish Tom¬ 
my, who, so his major told me, woke 
up in a hospital in 1916 and, seeing the 
nurses in the ward, exclaimed, ‘May 
the howly Virgin bless us, but the an¬ 
gels have come down to the Somme I’ ” 

Hundreds of Red Cross nurses, how¬ 
ever, are doing work abroad in which 
their looks are less eagerly considered. 
Finding and caring for war orphaned 
babies, fighting tuberculosis, re-estab¬ 
lishing homes in shell wrecked villages 
—these are some of the big tasks of 
mercy which, thanks to American con¬ 
tributions, the Red Cross sets for its 
nurses. 


There are 13 divisions of the Red 
Cross in the United States. There Is 
a complete organization at each divi¬ 
sion, with a great warehouse for the 
collection and shipment of all kinds of 
Red Cross supplies.

Why Ships Are 8unk. 

Torpedoed merchant vessels are not 
sunk by extensive damage of the ship 
structure, is the view of a committee 
of the British Institution of Naval 
Architects, but because watertight 
compartments are not watertight. 
Plating and riveting are not disturbed 
over large areas, while bulkheads are 
not burst In by water pressure. Three 
causes explain many losses—bulkhead 
doors too low down to be closed after 
explosion, flooding of closed compart¬ 
ments through fractured su^ion pipes, 
and penetrating of bulkheads by flying 
rivets and other fragments of steel.

SICKENING ATROCITIES OF GERMANS 

Records in French Archives Authenti¬ 
cated by Affidavits 


The following are but a few, and 
these the least sickening, of over a 
thousand documented atrocities, with 
the original photographs and affida¬ 
vits, resting in the archives of France 
against the day of reckoning. 

(D. 25, 54.) Withdrawing from Hof- 
stade, in addition to other atrocities, 
the Germans cut off both hands of a 
boy of sixteen. At the inquest affi¬ 
davits were taken from twenty-five 
witnesses, who saw the boy before he 
died or just afterward. 

(D. 4, 5.) A Belgian babe, skewered 
upon the bayonet, driven through his ! 
stomach, with his little dead head 
and hands and legs dangling as the 
Germans proudly carried it through 
the street of a village. 

(Affidavits D. 100-8.) Passing 
through Haecht, in addition to the 
young women whom they violated and 
killed, a child three years old was 
found nailed by its hands and feet 
i to a door. I 


(D. 10, 45.) In retreating from 
Laine, eight drunken soldiers were 
marching through the street. A little 
child of two years came out and a 
soldier skewered the child on his 
bayonet and carried it away while his 
comrades sang. 

(Affidavits in Alcove 867.) The dead 
body of a young girt nailed by her 
hands to the outside door of a cottage. 


I She was about fourteen or sixteen 
i years of age. 

At Capelle-au-Bois the Belgian 
troops found two girls hanging naked 
from a tree, their breasts cut off. In 
same town German soldiers held a 
mother down by force while other 
soldiers violated her daughter in an 
adjoining room. 

(Alcove C. 60.) A Mother Superior 
crucified by bayonets to the door of 
her schoolhouse as punishment for 
scratching the face of an officer who 
was violating the person of a young 
I nun. The burning alive of a man who 
defended his wife. 

(D. 92-93. Also D. 100-108.) Photo¬ 
graphs of an aged priest staked down 
to the ground and used as a lavatory 
until lie was dead; photographs and 
affidavits of young girls with one 
breast cut off.

“We are indeed trusted here on 
earth with a doubly sacred mission; 
not only to protect kultur against the 
narrow-minded huckster spirit of a 
thoroughly corrupted and inwardly 
rotten commercialism (Jobbertum), 
but also to impart kultur in its most 
august purity, nobility and glory to 
the whole of humanity, and thereby 
contribute not a little to its salva¬ 
tion.” '
